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MISSING VALUÁBLES IN 
LETTER BOXES. 
STORY OF BOY AND A 

REVOLVER, 


There was a further sequel in the 
Dublin District Gourt, before Mr. Cussen, 
yesterday, to a remarkable series of house- 
breakings and burglaries in the Rath- 
mines district, when six youths, ranging 
in age from 14 to 19 years, were charged 
with burglariously entering several houses 
and stealing a number of articles, mostly 
jewellery. ©

í Five of the boys were returned for trial 


in custody, the Justice deferring his 
decision till this morning in the case of 
James Maguire, 11 Charlemont Villas, 
who s under 16 years of age; to give his 
father an opportunity of d iding whether 
the boy should b~ sent to a reformatory 
or r-turned for trial. 

A new case came before the Court 
yesterday, when Maguire and three other 
boys were charged with breaking into a 
house at Winton road and stealing articles 
to “he value of £45. They were remanded 
in custody till next Tuesday. 


PROPERTY. VALUE £800 
TOLEN. 


Since July 18th last the boys have been 
before the Court every week, when evidence 
was given in connection with different houses. 
Inspector Brennan, E Division, Dublin Metro- 
politen Guards, had charge of the case. 

The names of the defendants are :— Terence 
Murtagh, 5 Albert place; John O'Reilly, á 
Camden place ; Lawrence McDonnell, 5 Albert 
place ; Stephen Feeney, 79 Lower Clanbrassil 
street; James Comerford, 74 Lower Clan- 
brassil street, and James Maguire, 11 Charle- 
mont Villas. Bridget Butler, a married 
woman, 1 Albert place, was charged with 
recejving some of the stolen property. James 
Ball, aged 17, of 13 Charlemont street, was 
also charged with receiving a stolen tennis 
sweater. 

At yesterday's hearing a new case was 
before the Court, when Maguire was charged, 
along with three other boys, with breakin 
into the house of Mr. Hugh Horan, 
Wintor road, and stealing jewellery, foun- 
tain pens and headphones, to the value of 
£45 10s. The offence was alleged to have 
been committed on last Saturday, when 
Maguire was on bail in connection with the 
original charges. Those now charged with 
him were—Francis Walsh (151), of 12 Rane- 
lagh road; George Rutherford Young (14), of 
8 Ranelagh road, and Hugh Fitzpatrick (134), 
of 11 Ranelagh road. 

HOUSE RANSACKED. 

Mr. Horan gave evidence that his house 
was entered a ransacked during the absence 
of himself and family during the first three 
weeks of August. He returned on receiving 
& message from the police on August 23rd. 
He identified a number of articles (produced) 
as his property. These included a diamond 
ring, worth £14. All the property had been 
recovered with the exception of one fountain 
pen. 

Sergeant Seery, Donnybrook Station, gave 
evidence that between 8 and 9 o'clock on 
August 2lst last he heard from Joseph 
O'Duffy, 20 Dolphin’s Barn road, that there 
had been a burglary at 7 Winton road. He 
inspected the premises, and found in the 
garden a bicycle, which was subsequently 
recognised by one of the Donnybrook Guards 
as belonging to the boy Maguire. He 
arrested Maguire, and subsequently the other 
three boys. All of them made statements 
on being charged. The three boys stated 
that they were in Ranelagh road when 
Maguire came up on a bicycle and asked 
them, as Young oxpressed it, “to box the 
fox.” They went along several streets te 
Winton , where they entered No. 7 by 
a side door that was open. Inside Maguire 
searched the drawers and tried to break open 
the safe with tools found in the kitchen. 

Young’s statement also set out that he was 
in the same house with Maguire on August 
19th. when they took several articles, of 
which he got some fountain pens, which he 
left back the same night. -On that day 
Maguire tovk a revolver out of his pocket, 
and said that he would put a bullet throngh 
him if he said anything to anyone about 
going to the house. It was a “silvery ’’ 
revolver, about a foot long. 

Inspector Brennan told the Court that the 
property was found concealed in a place to 
which Maguire brought the Guards. 

Mr. James Brady, wha appeared for Walsh, 
said that he would produce evidence that his 
client was innocently led into the affair. 

PROPERTY VALUE £800 STOLEN. 

Mr. Cussen said that Mr. Brady probably 
did not know that there were a large number 
of boys charged with breaking into twenty- 
three or twenty-four houses, from which pro- 
perty to the value of about £800 was stolen. 
A remarkable fact. was that Maguire admitted 
that, while out on bail, he committed another 
burglary, along with the other three boys. 
It was also remarkable that a considerable 
portion of the stolen property was afterwards 
dropped, some of it into the letter boxes 
of the owners ahd some into that of Inspector 
Brennan. It was absolutely impossible to 
reconcile the statements made hy the various 
boys. He would remand Walsh, Fitzpatrick 
and Young in custody until Tuesday next, 
and Maguire would remain in custody on that 
as well as the other charges, 

The earlier cases were then proceeded with, 
when evidence was given hy several owners of 
burgled houses identifying stolen property 
which had been returned through the letter- 
boxes. One of those was Mrs. Lily Boden, 
b2 Iidenvale road, Ranelagh, who identified 
her diamond ring, set in platinum, and worth 
£45. Mrs. Crampton,. 18 Argyle _ road, 
identified her diamond ear-rings, worth £50. 
Those and other articles of stolen jewellery 
were found hy Inspector Brennan in his letter- 
box last Monday morning. 

PROPERTY PAWNED. 

In the case of receiving a gold bar brooch 
stolen from Mrs, Crampton s house, Hugh 
Nugent, assistent in Cummins’s pawn office, 
gave evidence that the brooch was pledged in 
that establishment on May 6 last 

Mr. Cussen—Are you sure that it war 
pawned on the 6th of May? When was the 
house entered ! 

Mrs. Crampton said that the burglary took 
place on July 4. 

The witness Nugent, in reply to the Court, 
said that he did not take the brooch in pledge. 
but the book showed thet it was pawned on 
Mav 

Mr. 
wrong. 

Inspector Brennan said that the witness was 
evidently making a mistake, for the date in 
the book was July 6. 

Hugh Nugent also gave evidence of the 
pawning for 35s. in Cummins’s of a gentle- 
man’s suit, part of the property stolen from 
41 Palmerston road and value for five guineas. 
He did not know who made the entry in th¢ 
book. 

Mr. Cussen—Tell your employer that she 
had better find that out by to-night. 

The only charge against Ball was of receiv- 
ing a tennis sweater knowing that it was 
stolen. Ball said that he bought the article 
innocently from Maguire, and he was fined

In the case of Maguire, who is a few days 
short of sixteen years of age, his worship 
deferred giving his decision until this morning, 
to give his father an opportunity of making 
up his mind whether the boy should be sent 
to the reformatory or returned for trial. 

WOMAN SENT FOR TRIAL. — 

The woman Butler was réturned for trial on 
bail. and the remaining five boys were, on one 
or several of the charges against them, also 
returned for trial, but in custody. 

Inspector Brennan, opposing bail, said that 
the burglaries were continuing in the district 
during the present week. 

The Justice, at the conclusion of the case, 
said—“I say nothing as to the guilt or 
innocence of anv of the accused, but I must 
say that never since the first day that I sat in 
this court have I been more impressed than I

ichhill Castle is an ancient and stately 
ile of buildings, dating from the reign of 
ames There are the remains of a massive 
beech in the demesne, under which, it is 
stated, the Prince of Orange slept on his way 
to the Boyne. The name of the place was 
changed from Laggacorry to Richhill in the 
beginning of the eighteenth century. 
Amongst the historic relics that Richhill 
Castle has of recent years contained are the 
Orange Free State flag that floated over 
Kroonstad when the British troops entered 
the town, the South African Republican flags 
that flew over the Raadsaal and the railway 
station in Pretoria when President Kruger 
abandon his country; also a_ splendid 
cabinet that Lord Macartney received from 
the Emperor of China. 

In January, 1918. the castle, with its 
beautifully-wooded demesne, was purchased 
by Messrs. J. and J. McKeown, ironfounders 
and engineers, Grosvenor road, Belfast, its 


former owner, Colonel R. G. J. J. Berry, 
A.S.C., having taken up residence in England. 


A DUBLIN AVIARY. 


BEAUTIFUL BIRDS IN A 
PRIVATE COLLECTION, 


- 


Mr. Robert Downs, of Cabra road, Dublin, 
is the happy possessor of a very well. 
stocked aviary, and yesterday evening he 
kindly seod an /rish Times representative 
to see the birds. The inhabitants of the 
aviary are all evidently of the “early to 
bed" order, and, they had to be awakened 
out of their first sleep; but they all came 
out quite cheerfully for inspection, and got 
busy among their day-time perches in the 
trees in their little enclosure immediately. 

Mr. Downs's collection began very modestly 
only a couple of years ago with three birds, 
but has grown to the number of forty-two at 
present, and includes some very beautiful 
and rather rare specimens. He has three 
“orange bishops,’’ very gorgeous little birds, 
a deep orange and black in breeding time, 
but turning to dua colour in the winter. 
The church is well represented in the aviary 
so far as names go. Lhere are '“' lemon 
bishops" as well, and there was a “ parson ”’ 
finch, but, alas, he is no ‘more—the 
“* bishops "’ were probably too much for him 
and he died. 

There is a quaint little bird known as a 
“‘mannikin,’” Mr. Downs calls him the 
clown of the aviary, as he seems to regard 
himself as a public entertainer, and thinks 
a lot of his voice. Like some humans, the 
chief part of the performance is the prepara- 
tion. He makes a great fuss over puffing 
himself up to twice his usual size, then opens 
his bill, and, when the audience is prepared 
to be thrilled and enchanted with a great 
burst of song, the tiniest little cheep of a 
note is heard; and then the show is all over 
and he subsides until there is a call for an 
encore. 

THE WEAVERS. 

There are four red-billed weavers with 
black faces that give them the appearance 
of having masks on. These particular birds 
have signified their complete approval of their 
residence in this country by condescending 
to breed, a thing that they have not been 
known to do here before. The three Java 
sparrows in the collection were bred here 
last year, and very fine specimens they are. 

Some of the names that Mr. 
Downs can recite go glibly 
are somewhat difficult for anyone who is not 
an expert in these things to meddle with 
in the matter of spelling, but I understood 
him to say that one small atom rejoiced in 
the name of a Paradise Whydah—if that is 
not quite right it was something equally ex- 
traordinary. There is also an inmate of the 
avifry called a “ mule,” but it has not got 
four*legs and a tail; it ia merely a cross im 
tween a finch and a canary. The Australian 
singing finches are much prized birds, as 
their song is almost equal te that of the lark. 
The “ribbon finches’’ are very pretty little 
birds, fawn coloured with dark speckles over 
them and round the throat a deep ruby band. 
to which they owe their more usual name of 
‘cut-throat finches.” There are three ring- 
doves in the collection, and one of them is 
very busy at present looking after two small 
recent additions to the family. 

The aviary seems to be an unfailing source 
of interest to its possessor, and, unlike many 
hobbies, seems to cost very little in the wav 
of outlay or trouble. Of course there are 
enemies to he guarded against, such as 
marauding cats and hawks, but the last hawk 
which attacked Mr. Downs s collection is now 
serving a life sentence in the ‘* Zon,” to 
atone for his crime. and is prohably a sadder 
and wiser bird by now, even if its repentence 
has come too late to he of much use. 


THE HARVEST IN 
WEXFORD. , 
A FAIRLY GOOD RETURN. 


Harvesting operations are in full swing in 
Co. Wexford. The cutting of barley com- 
menced early this week. The yield will be 
much below earlier expectations. In many 
places the corn is badly ““Jodged,” and har- 
vesting is tedious and costly. The quality 
of the grain is very good. Winter oats 
have been safely harvested. Some thresh- 
ing has taken place: The yield is a fair 
average, and the grain is excellent. 

The winter wheat is harvested, and is an 
excellent crop. Spring’ wheat is just ripe 
in most places, and looking promising. The 
hay crop was harvested in ideal weather, and 
is safe in the haggards. 

The root crops are fairly good, although a 
larger percentage of mangolds than usual 
has gone to seed. Potatoes are a bounti- 
ful crop of good quality. Turnips are also 
flourishing. 

Pastures have grown well all the year, and 
stock have been kept in a thriving condition. 
Owing to the bad price for cattle during the 
year the numbers of cattle in the county 
appear to be much under the average, while 
sheep are in larger riumbers than for many 
years.

its Covenant, we need not consider the 
practical objections to a Spanish mandate- 
in Tangier. It is manifest that England 
must retain ‘some footing in the’ zone so 
long as the free passage of the Medi- 
terranean is a condition of her Empire’s 
safety; and the recent treaty between 


Italy and Spain, with their unconcealed’ 


ambitions in that sea, will increase 
Tangier’s importance in the eyes of 
France. Such considerations, however, do 
not touch the conclusive. reason why 
Spain's new diplomacy. must fail. It 
could succeed only at a price which the 
world cannot: afford to pay—the moral 
ruin and, perhaps, the material collapse 
of the League of Nations. In plain terms 
Spain proposes, by trading on the League’s 
internal difficulties, to extract territorial 
concessions from it: If the League should 
descend tó such a bargain, it would 
descend to depths from which no recovery 
would be possible. Encouraged by Spain’s 
success, every small State in either hemi- 
sphere would become, not an ally of the 
League, but a vigilant watcher for trouble 
at Geneva which.it might turn to its.own 
profit; and the League’s hardly won 
prestige and influence would perish miser- 
ably. We do not know. whether Spain 
really hopes to be able to “bluff” the 
League or whether this audacious policy 
has been inspired by her domestic troubles, 
which seem to be reaching a critical stage. 
We are sure, however, that we can antici- 
pate the replies which her claim will 
receive from London and Paris. They 
will leave the future of Tangier open to 
friendly discussion between the interested 
Powers, but they will decline to associate 
it in any way with the business of the 
League of Nations. 


The Summer’s Sport. 


As the days shorten and the holiday 
season draws to a close, sportsmen look: 
back upon a season that holds many agree- 
able memories and promises well for Irish 
sport in years to come. This year racing 
has held its own right well, and, despite 
the interruption suffered by racing across 
the Channel, there have been as many 
meetings as ever, large gatherings and good 
sport, Theexceptional demand for yearlings 
at the Dublin Horse Show proves that the 
future is regarded by racing men with the 
fullest confidence. The most interesting 
phenomenon, however, in the summer’s 
sport has been the remarkable revival of 
cricket throughout Ireland, and especially 
in the rural districts. In County Meath 
alone nearly forty clubs have been estab- 
lished, and the agricultural population 
has supported them with both players and 
spectators. The quality of play in the 
older teams has improved amid the general 
awakening of interest, and the visits of the 
M.C.C. team and the Cambridge Crusaders 
gave a fillip to the game’s spectacular side. 
The summér has seen a considerable 
decline in competitive golf, although 
the clubs maintain steady membership, 
and quiet, private playing continues to 
increase. Economic circumstances, perhaps, 
partly account for the virtual failure of 
the Irish “ Close’’ Championship, but we 
look to the Open Championship next 
month to effect some revival. During the 
last week in September the well-known pro- 
fessional golfers, George Duncan and Abe 
Mitchell, will play for a week at Port- 
marnock, and, perhaps, yourig sportsmen 
wil. be moved by the spectacle of first 
rank playing to discover among themselves 
another Moran. Possibly, golf has suffered 
by the ‘‘ boom ” in lawn tennis. The visit 
of the Spanish players intensified the 
enthusiasm with ‘which the game is 
followed, and to-day every patch of land 
suitable for a tennis court is commanding 
high rent. It is curious that the 
enthusiasm has not produced better play 
in a country which once bred the best 
players in Europe. Athletics have shown 
general improvement, marked by at least 
one splendid victory, won from the Achilles 
Club of London. As we observed recently, 
our athletes are handicapped by lack of 
training facilities and up-to-date grounds. 
Furthermore, ineffectual pains are spent 
on producing the all-round athlete when 
speeialisation would lead to the production 
of champions. Several exhilarating 
regattas have been held, and the English 
tour of the Clontarf Swimming Club was a 
triumphal progress. This summer long 
will be memorable among sportsmen on 
account, of the international horse-jump- 
ing competitions at the Horse Show—one 
of the finest sporting events ever seen in 
Ireland. The Civic Guards’ sports week 
was equally satisfying. In the country-

To-day—stimulated, no 
doubt, by the need to find eompensation 
for her lost territorial resources—she has 
recovered her leadership and has surpassed 
her own achievements, especially in the 
realm of mass production. The Frankfurt 
Correspondent of The Times reports re- 
markable developments under the German 
Dye Trust. Capital funds have. heen 
more than doubled for the purposes of an 


undertaking as yet obscure, and now they’ 


amount to £55,000,000. “ Officially. general 
and cautious reference is made to the 
development and -extension of the new. 
nitrogen plant, to the taking-up of new 
fertilisers and the supply of coal to the 
new works, all. of which necessitate the 
erection of new premises and plant.’’

Soothsayers and the Law. 


The latest of Signor Mu'ssolini’s edicts 
is directed against fortune-tellers, Hence- 
forward “cup-tossing,” palm-reading and 
the cutting of cards will be major offences 
wherever the authority of Fascismo ex- 
tends. The “lictors, shouldering high 
their sheaves of rods,” will protect the 
servant girls of Rome from the crystal- 
gazer and their country cousins from the 


| gipsy’s wiles. In Belfast this week crowds 


thronged a police court to attend the 
prosecution of a petty fortune-teller. A 
police-woman told how the accused person 
had given her’a “reading,” promising her 
romantic adventurés, and accepting a feé 
of two shillings. The magistrate ad- 
monished the offender, and. announced the 
firm intention.of the law to suppress this 
miserable trade in superstition, In a 
trivial case the most morbid feature was 
the large public interest with which it was 
followed. Perhaps, it is not unjust to 
suppose that public interest was token of 
public sympathy with the forbidden traffic. 
Tt is notorious that in few cities does 
fortune-telling thrive as it thrives in 
Belfast. A few years ago there were 
Belfast streets in which virtually every 
house sheltered the mercenary wizards of 
the ‘card-pack. To-day prosecution has 
driven the silly craft into hiding or 
disguise, but still it flourishes, and the 
girls—and boys, too—of Belfast spend no 
small proportion of their wages on foolish 
attempts to pry into the future. The 
monthly visit to the soothsayer is a 
common practice. Weak habits of mind are 
engendered by superstition; courage and 
self-confidence are sapped, and moral de- 
velopment is stunted. Nevertheless, the 
evil is more susceptible to treatment by 
the. blunt method of ridicule than by 
admonition or Italian methods of punish- 
ment. Long ago Horace knew that the 
anxious searching of the bowl of fortune 
was reproved most effectively with a plain 
“* carpe diem.”’ 


SIR PHILIP. SIDNEY 
asses 


HIS STAY IN IRELAND. 


(Br W. H. GRATTAN FLOOD, Mvs.D.) 

It is well known that Edmund Spenser, 
author of “The Fairy Queen,” spent some 
years in Ireland, but previous writers do not 
seém to be aware that Spenser's. patron, Sir 
Philip Sidney, also spent nearly three years 
in this country—-on two several occasions. 
His father, Sir Henry Sidney, was Lord 
Deputy of Ireland from 1565 to 1571-—having 

eviously been Vice-Treasurer and Lord 
Taalies in 1556-9—-and was again Lord Deputy 
from 1575 to 1579. Sir Henry Sidney's 
““Irish Accounts ” from 1556 to 1589 were in 
the Public Record Office, Dublin, until. the 
burning of the Four Courts; but their destruc- 
tion is, fortunately, not irreparable, inasmuch 
as a duplicate copy was kept among the 
Sidney papers at. Penshurst Place, and has 
recently been published in the “ Report on 
the Manuscripts of Lord de L’Isle and Dudley 

reserved at Penshurst Place” (Historica] 
Manuscripts Commission, 1926). 

From this report eam be gleaned much 
information as to the Sidney household in 
Dublin, though the private accounts are in- 
cluded in the official accounts. Among. various 
matters, there are numerous payments for 
repairs to Dublin Castle, for the repair of the 
steeple of Christ Church Cathedral, and for 
the restoration of Strongbow’s tomb. We also 
learn that the chapel on the bridge at Dublin 
was converted into a bakehouse in 1566 at a 
cost of £6 18s. 13d. | 

Some interesting details of Sir Philip 
Sidney’s boyhodd in Dublin appear among the 
items of private expenditure. Thus, in 1566, 
we learn that he was Piven “a rapier and 
dagger,’’ at a cost of 30s.; he was also given 
caps and shoes; he bestowed gratuities on 
minstrels; he gave an. offering in Christ 
Church, etc. One outstanding item is the 
payment of ós. 4d. “ lost by Mr. Philip at 


4 the tenys’’—from which we gather that there 


was at that date a tennis court at St. Thomas’s 
dissolved abbey. Sir Henry Sidney rented 
Thomas’s Court from Sir William Brabazon, 
ancestor to the Earl of Meath, and improved 
the house considerably. 

As a boy the young Philip was: attracted to 
Irish music, and he loved both the harp and 
the bagpipes. His father kept in his service 
three Irish pipers, whose namés are given. in 
the accounts as ‘‘Patrick Sheridan, 
O’Donough, and Shane Duff.’’ These three 

ipers were given sundry gratuities amount- 
ing to £5 10s. Apparently the author of the 
“Defence of Poetry” was also taught the 
virginals while in Ireland, as appears from 
the payments as follows:—‘‘A pair of 
virginals, £3; mending and tuning, £1; 
virginal strings, 16s." . Other musical items 
are :—‘‘ A sett of viols. £10 10s. ; making of a 
lute and mending another, lás.” Plays must 
have been got up, too, as theregare payments 
recorded for ‘‘eleven visors, £2 15s.. and 
trimming of masking garments, Qs.’’ 

Sir Henry Sidney brought his son with him 
on many of his “‘ journeys’’ through all parts 
of Ireland, and young Philip had pleasant 
memories of Wexford, Waterford, Youghal 
and Cork. The Lord Deputy held sessions at 
Wexford in 1576-7; but he apwreciated Wex- 
ford horses, two of which he gave as a 
present to his son. The brief official record 
runs :—‘‘ Given away by my Lord, exchanged 
and sold to his lordshin’s. use (ine'nding ‘ Pied 
Peppard,’ sent into England with Mr. Philip 
Sidney, and ‘ Grey Synnott,’ given to Mr. 
Philip Sidney).’’ From other sources we learn 
that Anthony Peppard. of Glascarrig, « and 
Richard Sinnot, of Ballvbrennan, were two 
magnates of County Wexford at this period, 
and, doubtless, to ingratiate. themselves with 
the Lord Deputy they had made him presents 
of two horses,. which were accordingly named

The Fleet at Sea. 


There was some talk of a review of the 
Atlantic Fleet being held at Spithead in 
honour of the visit of the Colonial 
Premiers this autumn, but the idea has 
been abandoned. Many of the larger ships 
of the squadron are in dockyard hands 
undergoing overhaul and will not be ready 
for sea until the end of the year. In lieu 
of a Spithead review, advantage will ie 
taken of the assembly of several battleshi»s 
at Portland early in November to embark 
the overseas’ visitors to witness gun and 
torpedo practice and other practical work 
afloat. According to present arrangements 
the cruise will last the better part of a 
week and will be in Atlantic waters off the 
beaten track of liners and other shipping. 


Protection for Holiday Makers. 


For the better protection of people 
travelling by motor coaches, drastic regula- 
tions will be embodied in forthcoming 
legislation. These regulations are lon; 
overdue, but are better late that never. 
Char-a-banc rides to the seaside or into 
the country for the day have become ex- 
tremely popular, and the business has 
proved so profitable that great fleets of 
vehicles have been launched on the roads 
along which they thunder and rattle by 
night as well as by day. Their owners in 
many cases do not appear to be over- 
conscientious as to the state of repair and 
condition of the machines, which is proved 
by the Jarge number of accidents directly 
due to defective brake or other gear.

HE verbatim report of Thursday's 
meeting between the iffners’ repre- 
sentatives and members of the Government 
proves that the miners’ leaders made no 
contribution towards a settlement of the 
dispute. They sought, if not a direct 
subsidy, what amounts to the same thing— 
« State loan or a State guaranteed loan. 
Mr. Churchill told them that, so far. as 
the Government is concerned, further 
financial help is out of the question. He 
also pointed out that foreign coal was 
arriving in abundance, and that the cost 
of ‘‘ carrying on ” had been much smaller 
than might have been supposed. 

Mr. Herbert Smith and Mr. Richards 
expressed disappointment with the tone of 
Mr. Churchill’s reply, and said that they 
were determined to fight on. 

The Executive of the Miners’ Federa- 
tion will meet on Monday afternoon, and 
it is understood that.it will urge the 
Parliamentary Labour Party to agitate for 
a State loan in aid-of the miners. 

In the coalfields, while the. numbers of 
men ‘who return to work increase from day 
to day, the Miners’ Federation is seeking 
to withdraw the safety men, and in certain 
pits the movement has begun.

A COOK RUMOUR DENIED. 


The only development since the meeting 
between the members of the Government and 
thé men’s leaders has -been the calling 
together of the Miners’ Executive. “ The 
members of the Executive will meet at 5 
o'clock on Monday evening, ' Mr. A. J, Cook 
announced. The meeting, he said, would 
have placed before it a verbatim report cof 
the proceedings at 10 Downing street, and 
also a report of the steps which have. been 
taken during the past two or three days 
with a view to the opening of negotiations 
for a settlement of the dispute. . Consulta- 
tions will also take place hetween the men's 
leaders and the miners’ Members of Parlia- 
ment, and the Labour. Party Executive, in 
preparation for: the debate cn the coal situa- 
tion, which .is expected to be raised in the 
House of Commons on the adjournment of 
the House on Tuesday. 

The suggestion made by Mr. Cook that 
troops are to be drafted into the mining areas 
is without foundation, It was stated in a 
trustworthy quarter yesterday that the ques- 
tion has not been considered, as no occasion 
for the intervention of any other body than 
the police has arisen.. . Nor is it likely that 
sailors will be used to replace safety men, 
who, in some instances, are being withdrawn. 

The Home Office arrangements for police 
protection for men returuing to the mines are 
working smoothly. A Home Office official 
said yesterday :—' Reports reaching official 
quarters do not indicate very serious dis- 
orders, except in so far as they have to be 
dealt with promptly and effectively, in order 

prevent them from spreading. The 
arious. police headquarters throughout the 
untry are in daily communication with they 
ilome Office. ' 

it is gathered that the Government is not 
kely to intervene again in the dispute, un- 
oss, of course, a further request is made by 
ne of the parties, or until the mivers and the 
owners have made substantial progress to- 
‘ards a solution between themselves. The 
(iovernment is understood to take the view 
that, from whatever cause, the parties have 
maneuvred -themselves into an impossible 
position, and that it is not for Ministers to 
endeavour to extricate them while they main- 
tain their presont attitude of no compromise.

LEA DERS’ ATTITUDE. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S VIEW.. 

What may be regarded as an authoritative 
statement of the "Govertanint’s view of the 
meeting with the miners’ leaders was obtained 
by the Press Association last evening. The 
statement says :—It is felt that the miners’ 
representatives went into the nieeting. simply 
and solely for a subsidy, and with no su 
tions to make. They were “ fishing “ for a 
subsidy, and expressing the desire in different 
ways. This was quite definitely refused by 
the Government, whether as a direct subsidy 
or as a guaranteed loan. 

The miners’ representatives, it is contended, 
had not on wíbbis. a single inch from the posi- 
tion they took up in April last. The longer 
the miners go on without making any attem 
at concession, it is added, the more difhcu 
they make it for the Government to act in the 
direction of influencing the final settlement, 
as every day of their refusal puts control of 
forces further out of the Government’s hands 
and their own. 

The statement concludes :—‘ All talk of 

ace and honourable settlements is mere 
hnadoeie if the miners really stand where they 
were in April, and only ask for a years, § é 

It is understood that Sir Arthur Steel-Mait- 
land will deal fully with the situation in the 
Commons on next Monday. 

Interviewed last night after the issue of the 
verbatim report of the proceedings, Mr. Cook 
said he had no observations to make. The re- 
port was sufficient and spoke for itself. 

MR. COOK'S LITTLE WAY. 

Asked late last night whether he had - 
comments to make on the report, Mr. Coo 
replied :—'“I hope this will not be the end 
oí the matter. The miners are prepared to 
negotiate an honourable settlement, and it is 
for the Government to see that negotiations 
take place.”’

THURSDAY’S ABORTIVE 
CONFERENCE. 


OFFICIAL REPORT. 

The olfiia: report of the coulerence on 
Thursday evening between Ministers and the 
miners’ officials was issued last night. It 
states that the following were present :—Mr. 
W. S. Churchill, Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer; Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland, Bart., 
Minister of Labour; Colonel G. R. Lane-Fox, 
M.P., Secretary for Mines; Sir Ernest 
Gawers, Permanent Under Secretary, Mines 
Department; Mr. 1. Jones, Deputy Secre- 
tary to the Cabinet; and of the Miners’ 
Federation—Mr. Herbert Smith, President; 
Mr. .Thomas Richards, Mr. W. P. Richard- 
son, and Mr, A. J. Cook,. Secretary. 

In reply to Mi. Herbert Smith, who asked 
if the Government could render any service 
to bring about negotiations and provide 
financial help for a period, Mr. Churchill 
stated—i think I had better at the very out- 
set clear out of the field any proposition 
which we should not be, in any circum. 
stances, likely to entertain, because the ques- 
tion of giving any financial help to the in- 
dustry has long passed out of the sphere oP 
practical polities. We gave twenty-three 
millioms. When I last saw Mr. Cook I told 
him that we gave twenty-three millions to 
secure nine months in which to try and come 
to some sort ot settlement of this position. 
That was the end—absolutely the end. 

There was, of course, the three millions 
which I reserved in the Budget of this year, 
because if we could have avoided this struggle 
it might have been thrown in to make a 
taper, to ease matters off, or assist in the 
removal of miners fram pits that might be 
closed. There was the three millions, but as 
there has been all this long stoppage and 
such tremendous expenses thrown upon us, 
that was entirely withdrawn. 


WHAT IS LEFT. 

But we have said that wh is left out of 
that, after the various expenses we are now 
being put to have been defrayed, will be 
available for aiding the movement of miners 
from any pits which may be closed, and we 
have” actually earmarked £250,000 for the 
development of  sciontific résearch—the 
attempt to develop liquid fuel from coal, and 
other projects'with which you are very well 
acquainted. 

Bat of course we have bought a good deal 
of foreign coal, and if the stoppage comes to 
an end—whenever it does come to an end 
we are bound to be left with a certain amount 
of this on our hands, and as coal will certainly 
fall in price, we shall have a loss on that. 
Therefore, I cannot say it will be three 
mijlions. It may be half. but whatever is 
left will he available to 
the recommendatiens of 
Commission, that the Government should 
assist the removal of $= miners’ trom 
pits no longer in working order, no longer 
able to pay the rate of wages that is decided 
upon. And that is the end. Nothing in the 
nature of a subsidy, however small, however 
temporary, and nothing in the nature of a 
loan by the Government, which is, after all, 
exactly the same as a subsidy, would be 
possible to us now. 

Mr. Cook—Mav I ask do you not agree 
that an honourably negotiated @#ttlement is 
far better than a termination of a struggle 
ly victory or defeat on either side’ Neither 
the Govérnment nor the country nor the 
owners themselves would benefit by a settle- 
ment for six months or twelve months, and 
then. at the end of that time. another 
conflict. We ought to learn something. 


POWER. OF CARRYING ON. 
Mr. Churchill—We have learned a good 
deal since this began. If you had asked me 
when the coal stoppage began what I thought 
the loss to the country would be after the 
twelfth week, I should have given you figures 
ten times as high as those I now know to be 
the case As a matter of fact, the country 
has shown a most extraordinary p 
carrying on, except in the great basic trades 
in which so many of your own people and 
vour own friends, and people who 
have suffered a great deal to 
vou. are engaged. The exports 
July, for instance, were better than a year 
allowance for the fact that no

mur was exported, and making: allowance for

Unemployment 


is. better. Of course, the 
harvest has something to do with that; but 
the Minister of -Labour has reported a 
diminution. Between six. and seven hundred 
thousand men were unemployed during the 
general strike, but since the general strike 
we are 50,000 befter than we were then. 
People are buying coal. We are not called 
upon to buy coal to any extent now. It is 
coming in freely—nearly .one million tons a 
week. It could easily be increased, no doubt, 
if the cold weather came. 
On the other hand, there is 
put here, and out-crop workings are being 
used. and there is no doubt whatever that 
we are in a position where we have no diffi- 
culty in carrying on the life of the country, 
a large proportion of the trade of the 
country, and all the vital services.

PARIS TO NEW YORK 
BY AIR. 


ANOTHER COMPETITOR 
FOR £8,000 PRIZE. 


PARIS, Friday. 

The French Aeronautical Construction 
Company has officially entered for the 
Osteg prize of forty thousand dollars for 
the first non-stop flight from Paris to New 
York or from New York to Paris. The 
machine employed will be a monoplane to 
carry three persons, fitted with a 420 h.p. 
engine of the same type as that used by the 
aviator Fonck. á 

The machine will have the advantage of 
an exceptionally high speed, and will be 
piloted by Captain Colli.

NEARLY SETS FIRE TO THE 
BUILDING.

THE HAGUE, Friday. 

The Royal Palace on the Dam at 
Amsterdam narrowly escaped being set 
on fire last night. ‘An unknown man 
broke iu at a spot where a wooden scaffold 
had been erected for the fixing of new 
Venétiar blinds, and, carrying a lighted 
candle, walked through various corridors 
to the study of Jonkheer Van Six, Vice- 
Marshal of the Palace. 

PALACE UNDAMAGED.

JOURNEY TO CASABLANCA. 
FEZ, Friday. 

Albd-el-Krim and his family left here to- 
day by train for Casablanca. Abd-el-Krim 
left the house where he has stayed since his 
arrival at Fez, at noon. His suite comprises 
24 persons. The party, conducted by M. 
Sagnes, the officer acting as interpreter, 
drove to the railway station in motor cars. 
Crowds of natives gathered along the route, 
but there was no demoristration. 

At the station Abd-el-Krim, who appeared 
to be very depressed, at once took “á seat 
with his family'in a special coach attached 
to the ordinary train. By order of the 
authorities, no one was allowed to enter the 
station during the departure of the party.

The crew of the mailboat Lotus hove re- 

fused to leave for the Levant until the re- 
lease of their captain, who is incarcerated by 
the Turkish authorities in violation of inter- 
national law, following a collision between 
the Lotus and a Turkish vessel.

In the meantime the Lotus has beer laid 
up, and passengers transferred to other 
vessels sailing to Constantinople, Egypt and 
Syria.

AEROPLANE NOSE DIVES INTO 
RIVER.

PHILADELPHIA, Friday 

Commander John Rogefs, the survivor of 
the seaplane which was wrecked on its way 
to Hawaii several months ago, was injured 
to-day in an air crash at the Naval Aircraft 
Factory, and died later. 

Commander Rogers was fiving an ordinary 
a¢roplane, and had followed the river on the 
way from Washington to inspect some aero- 
planes on the same general type as the one 
in which he had made his famous trip to 
Hawaii early in September last. 

He had intended to alight in the navy 
yards, but the aeroplane nose dived into the 
river, and the Commander and his mechanic, 
who were both strapped to their seats, were 
unable to escape from the water, which was 
only three feet deep. The front end of the 
fusélage struck the muddy bottom and was 
badly wrecked.

MANY CONVENT SCHOOLS 
CLOSED. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
SAN ANTONIO, TEXAS, Friday. 

The continuing bloodshed in the struggle 
between: the Church and the Government of 
President Calles in Mexico js the culmination 
of months of bitterness. 

What probably was the first death occurred 
as long ago as January 10, when Deputy 
Moreno lost his life in the village chucrh of 
Jalisquillo, in the State of Nayarit. 

The Deputy, at the head of a small body of 
soldiers, tried to close the village church on a 
Sunday. He a eg with his troops at the 
door of the church while the congregation 
attending Mass was kneeling in prayer. Hig 
purpose was to confiscate the sacred vessels 
and other valuable objects of the Church 
before sealing the doors. 

The infunated worship rs attacked him, 
anc in the struggle which follote. he was 
killed. Later in the afternoon more troops 
made their appearance in the village ance 
ing for the murderers. hen tiev were rot 
found the troops seized the nine leading 
citizens of the village and hanged them te 
‘a tree in front of the church. 

There is no capital punishment for crime 
in Mexico, but the firing squad is the cure- 
all fíor political ills, and it is being used 


reely. 

Since the killing of Deputy Moreno, priests 
and laymen, parishioners and’ Government 
officials, have met death in street. battles or 
before the firing squad, and the toll of death 
continues. The highest officials of the land 
are marked by enraged Mexicans for 
assassination. 

On July 26 two shots were fired at President 
Calles as he drove in his limousine along a 
country road. The windows of the limousine 
were cetiatad. but he escaped injury. 

The campaign to close the churches’ and to 
force convent schools to cease religious teach- 
ing continues with increasing severity. In 
outlying districts the closure orders were often 
seized as a pretext for the theft of sacred 
objects and vessels. 

February 23 the Church of the Holy 
Family was closed by the authorities. No 
reason was given for the order. The same day 
a group of two thousand women ‘gathered for 
an afternoon Service, and, finding the building 
closed, remained at the entrance. 

Troops and firemen soon appeared on the 
scene to disperse the crowd. Rifles were 
fired, and the fire hose turned on to the unfor- 
tunate women, who remained at their posts, 
despite all efforts of the firemen to disperse 
them.. Troops were then ill-using many of 
the women, who were brutally beaten, and 
one young man who tried to defend his 
mother Wis seriously wounded. 

The convent schools teaching Mexican 
children were forcibly closed, and the nuns 
driven away with considerable brutality, 

_A convent school operated by American 
sisters, and owned bé Sister Mary Hord, also 
was closed in-Chihuahua, as was a convent in 
San Antonio. 

The latter was permitted to reopen because 
the property had been acquired by the 
Sister before the adoption of the constitution 
of 1917, but the former, which was pur- 
chased after the adoption of the constitution, 
remains closed. Representations have been 
made by diplomatic authorities.

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| VISIT TO WAR GRAVES 


IN. FLANDERS. | 


From Our Special Correspondent. 
BRUSSELS, Friday. 
A British visitor to the battlefields of 
Flanders and France finds many sources 
of pride and-sorrow; but “he impression 
which dominates his mind is that created 
by the war gravés. Here, at any rate, 


the British people have set a shining | 


example to the world. The little cemeteries.  tvance fail if 


that stud the country around Ypres and 
line the roadsides to the Somme. are 
models of piety and tender care. 
Comparisons in such matters are un- 
fortunate, but they are inevitable, and the 
contrast between the British and the other 
cemeteries is really amazing. be 

The Imperial War Graves Comniission 
has done a work that has brought uni- 
versal honour ‘% the British name. 
French, Belgian, and German cemeteries 
remain to-day much in the same condition 
in which they wete when the war ended ; 
but the British cemeteries have ‘been 
transformed. They are all constructed on 
the same model. 

The plot of ground, presented in pe ity. 
by either the Bel ian or the French sein 
ment, is surrounded by a low wall and is 
entered by a wrought-iron gate. At one end 
of the graveyard stands a tall cross of stone, 
on which is fixed a long iron sword, while at 
the other is a low cenotaph. bearing the 
simple words, “Their Name liveth for 
Evermore.” In between are the graves, 
hundreds—in some cases even thousands— 
of them, every one with its. perfectly plain 
little headstone, some two feet. high and one 
foot in breadth. 


FORGET-ME-NOTS. 

They stretch along the green lawn, smooth 
and close cropped as a bowling n, row 
on row, group by group, deathless monu- 
ments on parade. Every grave has its little 
plot of flowers. Here is a scarlet. rose, there 
a bunch of blue forget-me-nots, there again 
a purple splash of pansies, nurtured by the 
rich soil in which a generation of our man- 
hood lies. 

Surrounded in many cases by a wilderness 
of sedge and thistles, these graveyards are 
marvels of horticultural’ skill. Imagine com- 
ing across a perfectly rolled tennis court in 
the middle of the Bog of Allen and you will 
gain some idea of the achievement of the men , 
who are tending our war graves. 

_ Every plot has its British gardener, who 
is always available for the purpose of giving” 
information to parents or relatives of the 
fallen. He has a register which enables him 
in a few minutes to conduct one to the spot 


husband or betrothed; and it must be an 
eternal comfort to those who have been 
bereft to know that nothing that human 
thought or human care can do has been left 
undone to pay homage to the memories of 
those bright young lives that were quenched 
in battle 


UNKNOWN SOLDIERS. 

The tombstones hardly could be simpler; 
they certainly could not be more dignified 
or impressive. The name and rank .of the 
dead -soldier, with the crest of his regiment 
or unit, and the date of his death, are en- 
graved in plain lettering on the cream- 
coloured stone, and at the bottom there 
generally is a short text of scripture for the 
Protestants, and the letters ''R.1.P.” for 
the members of the Roman Catholie-Charch . 

In many. thousands of cases, however, no 
names. appear. “A Soldier of the Great 
War.” ‘ Five Soldiers. of the Great War,” 
“ An Australian Soldier of the Great War,” 
“An Irish Soldier of the Great War’— 
nameless ones. In one tvemetery outside 
Ypres, not far from Pilkem Ridge, I counted 
eighty of them. Nothing remains to identify 
that gallant host that disappeared into the 
gaping maw of battle; but at the foot of all 
those pitiful little monuments are the poignant | 
words ‘‘ Known Unto God.” 

Right down the line they mark the path of 
glory. Britain's cemeteries stand a lasting 
memorial to the valour and fortitude of her 
sons. ‘hey are far more eloquent of loss and 
sacrifice, than all the official structures that 
commemorate the deedé of regiments and divi- 
sions: for they make no distinctions. - AH 
battalions are alike, colonels and privates le 
side by side; Irishmen, Canadians, Londoners, 
Scots, men of Kent and boys from Connaught 
—all are there, having done what ‘they could, 
and given the most that they had to give. 


BRITAIN DOES NOT FORGET. 

We at home in the rush and struggle of 
post-war life often are apt.to forget. The war is 
nearly eight years over. A new generation 
has arisen which remembers little of those 
death-filled days; but Britain does not forget 
the men who died for her. The work of the 
War Graves’ Commission keeps memories green 
on the blood-soaked soil of France. and 
Flanders, and the natural grief which is 
aroused by the sight of those thousands of 
headstones is swallowed up in a great pride. 
Those tombs betoken victory—not the victory 
of the grave, but the triumph of man’s soul 
over death. ”

BEFORE A CROWD.

PARIS, Friday. 
The reconstruction of the crime at Claye- 
Souilly took place this morning. The prisoner 
Guyot was taken in handcuffs from the Meaux 


red motor ear, accompanied by the magistrate, 
police and his counsel. 

Guyot’s version of the affair, it will be 
remembered, is as follows. He had a violent 

uarrel with the girl, Beulagnet, and she 

apped his face, Easra he hit her back, 
and then in a frenzy throttled her with his 
right hand, while continuing to drive the car 
Suddenly he found that she 
was unconscious, and in desperation he turned 
the car into a field and deposited the body 
of Beulagnet close to a haystack. He then 
lit a cigarette and inadvertently threw the 
lighted match on to the haystack, which took 
fire, while he drove off like a madman. His 
defence 1s, therefore, that the strangulation 
was not premeditated, but was committed in 
a fit of rage, and, secondly, that the firing 
of the stack was unintentional, and that the 
death of the victim may possibly have been 
dae to suffocation from the fumes. 

Guyot stuck to his story. He was fh an 
excited state when he was led out of the 
prison, but regained his usual cynical calm 
by the time that the red car reached the 
spot on the road opposite to where the hay- 
stack stood. Whereas the crime itself took 
place in the dead of night unwitnessed, this 
morning’s mock drama was enacted before 
a large audience in broad sunshine. People 
had flocked to watch the reconstruction of 
the-crime in hundreds, some on foot, others 
on bicycles and in motor cars. They even 
came from Paris, over thirty miles away, 
anda few brought pianic, baskets in order to 
lunch on the site of the tragedy. 

THE REHEARSAL. 

As soon as the car reached the spot Guyot’s 
handcuffs were taken off, and he was placed 
at the wheel with a policeman at his side, 
and was made ‘to, rehearse the one-handed 
strangling act on the neck of á stalwart 
genaarme. Ile was next ‘made to show how 
he drove the car on to the field, The party 
first alighted. A number of bundles of hay 
were then piled together to form an im- 
provised iol, and Guyot lit. a match and 
casually dropped it into the hay, which 
blazed up like matchwood. 

A toxicological expert, who had brought a 
formidable-looking apparatus — from 
Paris, took a sample of the smoke. This will 
be analysed and compared with the analysis 
of the victim to show. whether possibly 
death was due to suffocation from the smoke.

The Cantonesé Kuomintang forces 
announce the capture of the town of 
Yochow, thus bringing the Hunan province 
completely under the sway of the Southern 
forces, and establishing direct contact with 
the Northern forces at Hankow. 

Marshal Wu Pei-fu, the Northern leader, 
is rushing southward for the purpose of 
preventing the capture of Hankow, but 
the Northerners are seriously alarmed 
owing to the delay of Marshal Sun Chuan- 
fang, Commander of the Lower Yangtaze 
Province, in declaring his intentions. 

Although Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang is 
strengthening the borders of his area, it is 
seriously rumoured that he is allying himself 
with the Kuomintang leaders, leaving his 
erstwhile ally, Marshal Wu Pei-Fu un. 
supported. The chief reason for Marshal Sun 
Chuan-Fang's hesitancy. is due to the un. 
certainty of the attitude of the Fukien and 
Kiangsi Provinces, which are believed to 
favour the Southern cause. 

The Kuomintang leaders announce to-day 
the formation of a definite alliance with the 
Kuomiuchur, North-Western Army with the 
Christian Genera], Feng Yu-hsiang, serving 
as a member of the Cantonese Central 
Executive Committee.

STRUGGLE FOR THE VALLEY. 
SHANGHAI,.Friday. 

A Hankow telegram of the 23rd inst., de- 
Javed by the Censor, states that, following 
the collapse of one of Marshal Wu Pei-fu’s 
Brigades in the Pinkiang sector of the front 
in Hunan province, the Southern (Can- 
tonese) Army, pushing home their attack, 
broke the ‘“‘ Allied” line, rendering their 
centre untenable 

The Allied forces consequently fell back. 
and the Red (Cantonese) forces, advancing 
a'l along the line, captured Yochow and other 
«ties. A Hipeh Brigade, which covered the 
retirement, was captured in a body. This, 
with the other prisoners taken in this en- 
gagement, brings the number of men cap- 
tured by the Red forces to a very consider- 
able total. 

Another telegram from Hankow, despatched 
next day, says—-The ‘‘ Allies ' are taking 
rapid counter measures to stem the Red ad- 
vance. Reiaforcements totalling 150,000 men 
are being rushed to Hunan from all sides. 

The arrival at Hankow of Marshal Wu Pei- 
fu from Peking has largely restored confidence 
in military circles there. 

Note.—A big struggle for the mastery of 
the Yangtsze valley is proceeding in the 
province of Hunan between “' Red ” Cantonese 
forces and those of Marshal Wu Pei-fu and 
his Northern allies. The immediate objective 
of the Cantonese is Hankow, the important 
Treaty port and industrial centre of Central 
China and Marshal Wu Pei-fu’s military base, 
On receipt of the news of the Reds’ recent 
successes, Marshal Wu Pei-fu, realising the 
seriousness of the position, hurried southward 
from Peking a few days ago, with a view to 
rallying his forces and retrieving the situa- 
tion.—(Reuter.) by, alate 


WOMAN’S DEATH IN 
A FLAT. 


LAST BIT OF COURAGE 
FLOWN.

The inquest upon the girl 
Pcggy Scott, who died in her f™® in James's 
street, Oxford street, London, and whose 
name has been associated with that of 
Rudolph Valentino, was ‘held at the Maryle- 
bone Coroner’s Court, London, yesterday, be- 
fore the Deputy Coroner, Dr. Scott. 

Miss Rosa Aldborough, living at 52 James's 
street, Marylebone, identified the body as 
that of her friend, whose name was Margaret 
ae Scott, generally known as Peggy 
& COLL, 

The Coroner-—Did you know if she were 
married? 1 do not know definitely, but I 
understand that she has been married to a 
Captain Graham, of the Flying Corps, who 
was killed during the war. She told me that 
she had two children—one girl and one hoy, 
both of whom died in infancy. She told me 
that she was married after her marriage to 
Captain Graham to a man whose name, I 
think, was Scott. She called him a Ww 
and he was Irish, She said that he had left 
her. She never told me that he was dead, 

What did she do? Well, she had only re- 
cently come from abroad, and I think that 
She did cinema work or anything. 1 ‘think 
that it was in February that she came over 
to England. I had met her previously in 
Paris. 

The witness said that on Monday Mrs. 
Scott came to her house with some lug age, 
and she put her up. She went out on Twes- 
day, saying that she was going to a studio 
to tea, and then to the pictures.. She re- 
turned about 9.30. The witness answered 
the door, and the deceased ran away for a 
moment to get a bottle of stout, with which 
she returned, and they both then went up- 
stairs. 

The Coroner—Did she seem all right then’ 

Witness—No, she seemed almost as though 
she was mad, and started crying. She then 
said, “I have swallowed something.” or words 
to that effect. The witness telephoned for a 
doctor, and gave the woman some brandy and 
made her sick. 

The Coroner then read two letters, both 
of which were addressed to witness, 

One of them was as follows :'— I know I 
shall seem terribly selfish to do this, not 
leaving anything to bury me with, but as 
Rk. would presumably have given me an allow- 
ance for some time to come I am sure he 
would help, as it is for the last time. Ask 
My. to help. He is really kind and 
good, and it is the last time he would ve 
asked to help. I would like to be cremated 
if possible. How I hate to give you more 
pain and trouble. I simply cannot go on. 
You know it would simp!y have to come one 
day. I have had a lot of wonderful moments. 
There is a lot I can tell you. No one will 
ever know; but with his death my last bit cf 
courage has flown.”’ 

Dr. William Caithness said that he made a 
post-mortem examination, from which he 
ascertained that the cause of death was 
poisoning. He was unable to say, however, 
from what kind of poisoning. 

The Coroner at this stage declared—I am 
not going any further with the case to-day. 
There are two things to be found out, which 
may be-found out later through the adjourn- 
ment of this case. One is the identification 
more thorough than we have got it to-day of 
the deceased woman; the other is the cause 
of the actual poisoning which caused her 
death. 

The Coroner then bound the witnesses in 
the case over to appear on Tuesday, October 
Sth, at 12.30 when the inquest will be re- 


sumed. 
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SEARCH FOR MISSING SCHOOL- 
GIRL, 


The search for little Morfydd Price, the 
Kidwelly schoolgirl, who disappeared on 
Thursday after leaving home to black- 
berrying, was renewed yesterday. ‘he miss- 
ing girl was accompanied by two terriers, 
which returned home alone, showing signs of 
having been in the water. Police afd a 
large number of unemployed miners took 
up the search, and a jug and a stick which 
were in the girl’s possession were found on 
the banks of the Gwendraeth River. 

The river was dragged yesterday and the 
countryside scoured for miles around, but 
no trace of the missing girl could be found. .

On November 15 Mr Lloyd George asked 
me to see Mr Griffith, who was then 
in London, and my two colleagues and 
I had an interview with him on Novem- 
ber 16 Mr. Griffith agreed that Land 
Purchase should be cleared out of the way 
before an Irish Government was set up. 

THE TREATY AND THE PLEDGES. 

On December 6, 1921, I was summ)i-d to 
Downing street with my two colleagaes for 
the following day, and informed of the Treaty 
which had been signed overnight. i at 
ouce pointed out to the Prime Minister that 
no single one of the pledges given to the 
Southern Unionists. had been carried out, 
and that their interests, especially in regard 
to Irish land, had been entirely neglected 
in the Treaty. After a somewhat heated 
discussion, Mr. Lloyd George arranged at 
once for an interview between the Com. 
mittee and Mr. Griffith. Mr. Griffith fully 
recognised the position, and said that he 
and his colleagues were desirous of meeting 
it, so far as they found it possible, but he 
thought, as before, the question of Irish 
Land Purchase was one for His Majesty's 
Government. 

I may say from recollection, which is con- 
firmed by my colleagues, that after the 
Convention, and at the time he made me 
the ofier of the Lord Lieutenancy, Mr. Lloyd 
George stated in the strongest terms his 
sense of the obligation of the Government to 
the Southern Unionists for the part they had 
taken, and his determination that their in- 
terests should be amply safeguarded in any 
arrangements that’ were come to for the 
future of Ireland. . That would be in May, 
1918. — After the proceedings in Dublin in 
July, 1921, which were of the most critical 
and difficult character, Mr. Lloyd George 
renewed those assurances in the strongest 
terms, and pressed me to find some means 
of inducing Mr. de Valera to include me in 
t's Conference, so that those I was con- 
nected with in Ireland might be safeguarded. 
These assuranc2s were so emphatic, and were 
so consistently backed by the public state- 
ments of Ministers in 1920 and 1921, that 
until within a few weeks of the signature 
to the Treaty, note of us had the slightest 
doubt but that they would be made good. 

I consider Mr. Lloyd George's Government 
absolutely bound, by their private and public 
statements, to the completion of Irish Land 
Purchase on the terms indicated in Lord Bir- 
kenhead’s speeches, and the desertion of those 
who were encouraged to work for a settle- 
ment by these assurances was neither fair, 
to those concerned, nor to the Irish leaders; 
who. on such a vexed guestion as that oí 
Land Purchase, were asked to take a respon- 
sibility which it had been common ground 
in Great Britain for forty years could ao: 
properly be assigned to them. 

THE BONUS. 

In reply to the Chairman, Viscount Che.ms- 
ford, Lord Midleton agreed that it wus 
obviously @mpossible for the British Govern- 
ment, sail the Treaty, to pass any Irish 
Land Purchase Act. He thought that the 
present Government could fulfil the alleged 
pledges by considering the very serious ques- 
tion of the bonus. bug,

On this visit I was grieved to observe that 
the walls of the abbey are being fast torn 
away, the once consecrated ground made 
a dumping-place for old kettles, etc., and 
the old tombstones broken up. 

Could not pressure be brought to bear on 
the persons responsible for the preservation 
of this historic ruin to have the weeds 
removed and the tombstones placed in a 
horizontal position, and proper precaution | 
taken to guard against the misuse of the 
grounds’ I noticed one tombstone with t 
name “ Byrne ” on it—the Rev. Mr. Byrne, 
one-time parish priést of Francis street 
chapel. Relatives of this priest might still 
be in the country, and, doubtless, would ‘hot 
like to see the state of the resting place of

THE CENSUS RETURNS. 


From A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT, 
/ * BELFAST, Friday. 

The preliminary report of the census in the 
Free State was studied with deep interest in 
the North, Despite the obyious losses to the 
Southern population. caused by the with- 
drawal of the British forces and the depar- 
ture of so many families during the troubled 
years, it was not expected that an actual 
decline in total population would be recorded. 
It is realised that the essential features of the 
state of population, both in North and South, 
are the same. The Northern census revealed 

trivial gain during the, intercensal period, 
bt this gain was wholly accountable to the 
growth of Belfast, largely through immigra- 
tion. The rural population was shown to 
have dwindled in the same proportions as in 
the Free State, and the countryside of the 
Six Counties displayed the same depopulation 
as that of the Twenty-Six. In a word, the 
two censuses show a withering of the roots of 
the Irish people, and teach that North and 
South are afflicted by a common difficulty. 
and must find a common solution. 

The recent correspondence in the Press 
relating to the honour of possessing the first 
municipal golf cours@ in Ireland has led to a 
revival of the proposal to establish a muni- 
cipal course in Belfast. Ulster, with its 
strong Scottish affinities, ought to favour the 
Scottish game, and excel in it. At any rate, 
it is reasonably certain that the first golf 
course in Ireland was founded in County 
Down at the beginning of the seventeenth 
century. Touching the Belfast proposal, it is 
suggested that the aerodrome ground at 
Finaghy would be an admirable site for the 
municipal course. Ten minutes by train will 
bring the golfer from the heart of the city to 
this pleasant spot, bowered amid timbered 
estates, and as quiet as if it were in the heart 
of the Sperrin moantains. 

The report that the City of Waterford is 
to be put into the charge of Commissioners 
has excited a notable comment in the Belfast 
Press, “ “We are more strongly convinced 
than ever we were,” says The Northern 
Whig, “that the municipal affairs in Belfast 
will never be put right until Commissioners 
are appointed,” and the Whig pays generous 
tribute to the progress that Dublin and Cork 
have made until the firm rule of three men 
who ‘‘do both act and know.” 

Day by day the boats land hundreds of 
holiday-makers returning from the Isle af 
Man—now, apparently, the resort most popn- 
lar with Belfast folk. Portrush has had a 
splendid vear, but the delightful resorts on 
Carlingford Lough, formerly so much loved 
by Northern holday-makers, have hot re- 
covered the popularity which they lost during 
the troubled time, when the Border di&tricts 
were shunned. In the matter of taking 
holidays in Ireland, the tourist thade organi- 
sations should push ahead with a more 
vigorous propaganda in Northern Ireland. 
This year greater numbers of visitors from 
across the Channel have come to Northern 
Ireland, and it 1s noticeable that they gene- 
rally take Donegal into their journey. A well- 
known English periodical, discussing—with 
some excellent photograph  illustrations— 
holidays in “ Northern Ireland,” devotes the 
larger part of its discourse to the charming 
resorts by moor and mountain that lte beyond 
Northern Ireland’s frontier, the writer ap- 
parently being oblivious to the distinction 
with which circumstances have made us so 
familiar. On the other hand, it is observed 
that great numbers of British and foreign 
tourists visiting Killarney and Dublin have 
extended their journey to take in Belfast. 
The industrial North has become so clearly 
recognised an entity that Americans and 
others feel that they will not have “done ” 
Ireland until they have compared and come | 
trasted the Irish Sparta and the Irish 
Athens. This year our shipyards and great 
factories have been visited by a remarkable 
number of sight-seers.

DECISION OF ARMY 


ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION. 


A decision promulgated by the Army 
Athletic Association, London, regarding the 
position of Army athletes stationed with 
their units in Northern Ireland, and forwarded 
to the National Athletic and Cychng Asso- 
ciation of Ireland, will probably have a far- 
reaching effect on athletics in the North. 


Since the formation of the Northern treland 
Association Army athletes have been competing at 
meetings held under the jurisdiction of the latter 

, Ww was set up in opposition to the 
Nalional Association. Incidentally, it may be stated 
that at the meeting of the Interfational Board, 
held at Glasgow on the day on which the Interna- 
tional contest took place at Hampdeu rk, an 
application from the N.I.A.C.C. Association 
recognitien was turned down by the Board, which 
refused to recognise any roverning body in Ireland 
but the National Assoc ation. 

At a meeting of the Standing C ittee, held 
at 58 Dame street, Mr. J. J. Keane presiding, the 
communication from the Army Association was read, 
and was to the effect that the Association had 
cancelled the notMication made to units 
Northern Ireland regarding the Northern Ireland 
Athletic, Cycling and Cross-country Association, 
and had pointed out that “as pony racing, whippet 
racing and betting take place at meetings heli by 
that Association, we cannot permit Army athletes 
to take part in their competitions or to belong to 
that Association.” J% was decided to consider 
favourably applications from Army  athietes itn 
Northern Ireland affected by the order. 

Correspondence was read from iwo cyclists 
reported for alleged misconduct at a recent sports 
inceting. it waa agreed, as this was the first com. 
plaint regarding the individuals eonceraed, to issue 
a warning.

‘HAD STRUCK OIL.” 


ALLEGED SWINDLE ATTEMPTS 


ON IRISH MERCHANTS. 

Alleged to have represented himself as both 
auditor and agent for a company known as 
Constantine Oilfields, Ltd’, London, a young 
man named Harold Brown, living at Angle- 
sea road, Dublin, was brought before District 
Justice Kenny at Trim Sessions on Thurs- 
day, and charged with attempting to obtain 
money by false pretences from two brothers 
in business—one at Clonmellon, County 
Westmeath, and the other at Athboy, County 
Meath. 

Evidence having been given that accused had 
never been employed by the company in any 
capacity, he was returned for trial to the 
Circuit Courts at Mullingar and at Trim. 

The accused is alleged to have attempted 
to obtain £64 6s. from Richard Kelly at 
Clonmellon on the 15th ult., and £375 from 
Patrick Kelly at Athboy on the same date. 

Mr. Felix Sherry, B.L. (instructed by Mr. 
James Fagan, soiicitor, Dublin), defended, 
and Mr. Justin McKenna, State Solicitor, 
prosecuted.

Richard Kelly, called to give evidence, 
told how on the 12th July last a man named 
Cole, who represented himself to be an agent 
of Constantine Oilfields, Ltd., called at his 
premises, said. that he had “good news ”’ 
for him, as the shares had increased in value 
from 3s. to 6s., and informed him that he 
was entitled to purchase 962 shares. Cole 
added that the company had “ strack oil,”’ 
and that he would give him the privilege of 

urchasing ‘these shares at 3s. each, as he

.“ The witwons agreed bais 500 shares 
at 3s. each right away, and gave Cole a 
cheque for £80, which included a deposit of 
£5 on the remaining 462 shares, leaving a 
balance due of 6s.

On the following Thursday, the 15th July, 
Harold Brown, the accused, visited him, and, 
representing himself as the auditor of Con- 
stantine Oilfields, Ltd., said that he had 

to collect £64 6s., balance due on 
shares. He asked Brown to give him a week 
to make investigations, but Brown refused 
this request, as flso a request for three 
days, saying that he must return to London 
at once, as he was preparing ta pay the 
dividend by the end of that month. The 
witness told him that he was going on holi- 
day at the end of July, and Brown replied 
that he would have his dividend before that. 
Brown added that he would pay him a 
dividend of £22 10s. quarterly, and he 
thereupon wrote out a cheque and handed 
it to the accused. The cheque, however, did 
not go through, as he subsequently stopped 
payment.

Finsbury 
Pavement, London, was examined, and gave 
evidence as to his company having the right 
t> deal in the shares of the Constantine 
Oilfields,: which had a large business in 
various parts of the world, particularly 
Albania. He gave evidence as to the 
appointment of Cole to represent the 
company, and place some more shares 
in view of some important developments in 
the property. Cole was subsequently dis- 
missed by telegram and registered le‘ter. 
Cole had no authority to appoint or deputise 
anybody for him on behalf of the company. 
The witness had never seen the accused 
before, and he was never appointed by the 
company as an agent, or in any other capa- 
city. 
The witness was cross-examined at some 
length. He said that he was also a large 
shareholayp in the Constantine Co. He did 
not know how many shares he had—he 
thought about 5,000. The company was re- 
gistered six years ago, but the shares were 
not quoted as yet on the Stock Exchange. 
The capital was £150,000 and there were 
three directors. The two companies were 
housed in the same street, and some of the 
work was done for the two firms by the same 
clerks. When Cole went to Ireland he was 
given a list of clients to call on. 

The witness produced the original telegram 
dismissing Cole, also the letter sent to him 
and returned through the Post Office. 

In the course of cross-examination he c£- 
pressed resentment at counsel’s remark that 
he was insolent. He said that he was vot 
impertinent. He was a stranger there—an 
Englishman—and he to the Court for 
protection. 

Mr. Sherry—And because you are an 
Englishman you think you are ?rivileged. 

It was stated that the accused, a ycung 
man. of delicate appearance, had just come 
out of Jervis street Hospital, Dublin, and 
his counsel asked the Justice to fix a reason- 
able bail, stating that there was ro fear of 
his going away. 

The Justice fixed a personal Lal of £200 in 
each case and two sureties of £200 each in 
each of the charges—£1 200 in all.
